THIS MAN IS RIGHT. 

One of the most successful hog rals- 
ers of the state of Iowa says that it is 
all a mistake to assume, as is generally 
done, that the most profitable hog to 
produce is the six-month-old 225 pound 
pig. He for years has let his pigs grow 
naturally until they were a year or 
more old, living on clover and ranging, 
making big, strong frames before they 
were put up to fatten for the market, 
claiming that the forcing process for 
early marketing is a provoking cause 
for disease. We believe he is everlast- 
ingly right in his conclusions. 


SOME DROUGHT LESSONS, 

Some lessons have been well learn- 
ed as the result of the farreaching 
drought of last year. One was that the 
constant tillage of growing crops wher- 
ever possible is just as good as if not 
better than irrigation during a drought; 
another, that some sort of summer for- 
age crop for use for the dairy cows and 
the calves and hogs is almost invalu- 
able; another, that such a dry time 
may be used to great advantage in get- 
ting rid of sorrel, quack grass and oth- 
er pests by constant worrying them 
with a plow or cultivator while it lasts; 
another, that the fields deeply plowed 
or semisubsolled the year before can 
stand the effects of such drought much 
better than shallow solls. 
CEMETERIES AND EVERGREENS, 

While the small evergreen seems to 
many an appropriate tree to plant upon 
a cemetery lot, it does not take many 
years for the little tree to become a 
large one, when its roots will take pos- 
session of the whole lot, heave the 
monuments out of plumb and go ob- 
secure the place with their dense fune- 
real shade that one had as soon be bur- 
fed in the Great Dismal swamp. Don't 
bury the sleepers in gloom. Let the 
sunshine, which perchance, they may 
have had little enough of while living, 
play over thelr resting place. Make the 
sacred acre bright with grass and fow- 
ers, and if the trees must be planted 
let them always be of the deciduous 
types and not evergreens.

It has always been my experience 
that there is a decided advantage with 
hogs over all other ‘stock kept of the 
farm—the quick returns if good man- 
agement Is given, writes Mrs. M. A. 
Sparkman of Chester county, Pa., to 
As with all 
stock, it Is essential that a good breed 
| be had. By having well bred animals 
|a quick growth and early maturity can 
| be obtained. If a sow farrows in early 
spring, say April, late enough not to 
endanger losses from cold, in nine 
months the pigs, with good treatment, 
can be ready for market. By this time 
another lot of pigs can be growing. 
Thus we can sell two lots of pigs in a 
year from the sam w. This gives a 
quick return and at this year's prices 
a good one on the money Invested. No 
other stock will anawer as well. The 
value of the hog to the farmer cannot 
be questioned, 

A Handy Hoghouse, 

The following plan was originally 
given in the Oblo Farmer in answer to 
a request for a plan of a hoghouse with

two good sized pens, a driveway that 
may be utilized for another pen in case 
of need and storage room for corn 
above the pens, 

Fig. 1 ls the floor plan. B is a brick 
arch with kettle set in for cooking feed 
and heating water at killing time. A is 
a cistern, which is supplied with water 
from the eaves of the building; B, 
driveway; U CC, pens; T T T, troughs. 
D D shows tbe doors and W W the 
windows. The two compartments next 
to the cistern are bins for meal and 
middlings. The dimensions of the 
building are 34 feet wide by 40 feet In 
length. However, the length may be 
varied, according to the number of 
hogs one may wish to keep. 

Fig. 2 shows a section of the middle 
bents. C C C shows spaces where corn

ter bents only. Use 2 by 4 nailing girts.

A farm for which the owner has re- 
fused $140 per acre is made to pay 10 
per cent annually on this valuation by 
stocking it with cows and selling the 
milk at a condensing factory near by. 
The owner receives one-half of the 
proceeds of the farm. 


The railroads of this country are 
planning to spend no less than $340,- 
00,000 the coming season in new lines, 
better equipment and improved tracks. 
This alone is going to make business 
for a vast number of people who will 
all be consumers of farm products. 


Three of the most extensive and 
most successful cattle feeders in the 
west have in institute talks this winter 
proved almost beyond controversy that 
in the making of beef there is a saving 
of not less than 20 per cent in the 
corn fed when it is ground with the 
cob. 


We feel sorry for the man on the 
farm who bas raised four nice boys 
and cannot keep even one of them with 
him to take up the farm work as the 
father grows too old to curry it on. 
The smartest boy on the farm is the 
one who early resolves to stay by his 
dad. 


A rallway company conveyed back to 
the state of Minnesota lately certain 
lands upon which were fron deposits of 
the value of millions of dollars, This 
conveyance was made because the com- 
pany had to make it and not because 
it wanted to. The land goes to the 
credit of the state school fund. 


A swarm of sparrows, a flock of pl- 
geons, a wandering dog, an old black 
crow or a predatory wolf visiting an 
infectel bogyard can transmit the 
cholera with as much cértainty as 
could a diseased hog running at large, 
and these agencies are pretty hard to 
quarantine against.

The logic of the situation sug- 
gests that less hay be raised on the 
average farm, the meadow acreage 
planted to corn, the forage crop thus 
secured and a good crop of corn be- 
sides. In other words, the utilization 
of the corn fodder may be made to 
add new acres to every farm. |

One of the most successful hog rals- 
ers of the state of Iowa says that it is 
all a mistake to assume, as is generally 
done, that the most profitable hog to 
produce is the slx-month-old 225 pound 
pig. He for years has let his pigs grow 
naturally until they were a year or 
more old, living on clover and ranging, 
making big, strong frames before they 
were put up to fatten for the market, 
claiming that the forcing process for 
early marketing is a provoking cause 
for disease. We believe he is everlast- 
ingly right in his conclusions. 


SOME DROUGHT LESSONS, | 
Some lessons have been well learn- | 
ed as the result of the farreaching 
drought of last year. One was that the 
constant tillage of growing crops wher- 
ever possible is just as good as if not 
better than irrigation during a drought; 
another, that some sort of summer for- 
age crop for use for the dairy cows and 
the calves and bogs is almost invalu- 
able; another, that such a dry time 
may be used to great advantage in get- 
ting rid of sorrel, quack grass and oth- 
er pests by constant worrying them 
with a plow or cultivator while it lasts; 
another, that the fields deeply plowed 
or semisubsolled the year before can 
stand the effects of such drought much 
better than shallow soils. | 


CEMETERIES AND EVERGREENS. 

While the small evergreen seems to 
many an appropriate tree to plant upon 
a cemetery lot, it does not take many 
years for the little tree to become a 
large one, when its roots will take pos- 
session of the whole lot, heave the 
monuments out of plumb and 80 ob- 
scure the place with their dense fune- 
real shade that one bad as soon be bur- 
fed in the Great Dismal swamp. Don't 
bury the sleepers in gloom. Let the 
sunshine, which perchance they may 
u ve had little enough of while living, 
play over their resting place. Make the 
sacred acre bright with grass and flow- 
ers, and if the trees must be planted 
let them always be of the deciduous 
types and not evergreens.

fairly entitled to in this world, and his 
efforts to get more and more are likely 
to bring him more trouble than pleas-

Give no sour milk to pigs. Milk ål- 
rectly from the cows is good feed. 
“Can we afford to feed sweet milk at 
1 cent per pound?’ A limited amount 
can be profitably fed. 

“What is the best ingredient to mix 
with Separator milk?’ Bran and mid- 
dlings, Even at the present high 
prices for these two articles it does 
pay to feed them. | 

“Does it pay to buy buttermilk at 1 
cent per gallon?” It does if you can 
get a genuine article and live conven- 
lent to the creamery. Genuine butter- 
milk is preferable to skimmilk. 

“Does It pay during winter to warm 
and cook feeds?’ If we have a warm 
place to keep the pigs, it does. Rye 
in combination with oats and bran 
makes a rich hog feed. To the rye 
add one-fifth oats by weight and grind. 
To this product add one-half bran by 
weight. | 

Hoge For Quick Returns. 

It has always been my experience 
that there is a decided advantage with 
hogs over all other stock kept of the 
farm—the quick returns if good man- 
agement is given, writes Mra. M. A. 
Sparkman of Chester county, Pa., to 
American Agriculturist. As with all 
stock, it is essential that a good breed 
be had. By haying well bred animals 
a quick growth and early maturity can 
be obtained. If a sow farrows in early

| spring, say April, late enough not to 


endanger losses from cold, in nine 
months the pigs, with good treatment, 
can be rendy for market, By this time 
another lot of pigs can be growing. 
Thus we can sell two lots of pigs in a 
year from the same sow. This gives a 
quick return and at this year's prices 
a good one on the money Invested. No 
other stock will answer as well. The 
value of the hog to the farmer cannot 
be questioned. 
A Handy Boghouse. 

The following plan was originally 
given in the Oblo Farmer in answer to 
a request for a plan of a hoghouse with

two good sized pens, a driveway that 
may be utilized for another pen in case 
of need and storage room for corn 
above the pens, 

Fig. 1 is the floor plan. B is a brick 
arch with kettle set in for cooking feed 
and heating water at killing time. A is 
a cistern, which is supplied with water 
from the enves of the building; B, 
driveway; C C C, pens; T T T, troughs. 
D D shows tbe doors and W W the 
windows. The two compartments next 
to the cistern are bins for meal and 
middlings. The dimensions of the 
building are 34 feet wide by 40 feet tn 
length. However, the length may be 
varied, according to the number of 
hogs one may wish to keep, 

Fig. 2 shows a section of the middle 
bents. C C C shows spaces where corn

can be stored. Make the posts out of 2 
by 6 joists doubled, putting in two cen- 
ter bents only. Use 2 by 4 nailing girts. 
Plates are formed of a 2 by 6 and a 2 
by 8 joist put together. Rafters, 2 by 
4; sill, 8 by 8 timbers. 

Breeding Sows. 

For next year’s litters select sows of 
good milking qualities. Much depends 
on tbe mother, and an abundance of 
milk is whdt pigs require.

car begin at Easter until Charles IX. 

nide the year begin at Jan. 1. In the 
tower of London there is a royal pay 
r ll of Edward I. on which there is an 
‘utry of 18 pence for 400 colored and 
Jletured eggs, with which the people 
4)orted. In Russia slaves were fed 
and aims were distributed on Easter. 
Ecclesiastical councils met in Pontus, 
in Gaul, in Rome, in Achala, to deeide 
ihe particular day and after a contro- 
versy more animated than gracious de- 
cided it, and now through all Christen- 
lom in some way the first Sunday aft- 
er the full moon which happens upon 
or next after March 21 is filled with 
Easter rejoicing. 

The royal court of the Sabbaths is 
made up of fifty-two. Fifty-one are 
princes lu the royal household, but 
Easter is queen. She wears richer 
diadem, she sways a more jeweled 
scepter, and in ber smile nations are 
Irradiated, How welcome she is when, 
after a barsh winter and late spring, 
she seems to step out of the snowbank 
ratber than the conservatory, to come 
out of the north instead of the south, 
out of the arctic rather than the trop- 
ics, dismounting from the icy equinox, 
but welcome this queenly day, holding 
high In her right band the wrenched 
off bolt of Christ's sepulcher and bold- 
ing high in her left hand the key to all 
the cemeteries In Christendom. 

My text Is an ejaculation. It is spun 
out of hallelulabs. Paul wrote right on 
in his argument about the resurrection 
and observed all the laws of logic, but 
when he came to write the words of 
the text his Augers and bis pen and the 
parchment on which be wrote took fire, 
and he cried out, “Death is swallowed 
up in victory!’ It is an exciting thing 
to see an army routed and flying. They 
run euch other down. They scatter ev- 
erything valuable in the track. Un- 
wheeled artillery; boof of horse on 
breast of wounded and dying man. 
You bave rend of the French falling 
back from Sedan, of Napoleon's track 
of {0,000 corpses In the snowbanks of 
Russia, of the retreat of our armies 
from Manassas or of the tive kings 
tumbling over the rocks of Beth horan 
with their armies wulle the bailstorme 
of beaven and the swords of Joshua's 
host struck them with their fury. 

The Charge of the Dinek Ginat,

Martel broke the muks of the Rart- 
cons; at Balawis, where Themistooles 
iu the grent sea fight coyfounded the 
Versians, nnd at the door of the enst 
ero cavern pf chiseled pock. where 


Chriet came out through a reeess and 
throtilod the, king of terrors and put 
him back lu the siebe from which the 
celestin! Conqueror had Just emerged. 
Ahn! When the jaws of the eastern 
wmansoleum took down the black giant, 
“death was swallowed up in victory.” 
I proclaim the abolition of death. 

The old antagonist ia driven back 
into mythology with all the lore about 
Stygian ferry and Charon with oar 
and boat. Melrose abbey aud Kenil- 
worth castle are no more in ruins than 
is the sepuicher. -We shall hu ve no 
mire to do with death than we have 
with the vlonkroem at a governor's or 
u president's levee, We stop at stich 
clonktwom and leave lu charge of a 
servant our overcoat, our overshoes, 
our outward apparel, that we may 
not be Impeded In the brilllant round 
of the drawing room. Well, my friends, 
when we go out of this. world we are 
going to u King’s banquet and to a re- 
ception of monarchs, and at the door 
of the tomb we leave the cloak of flesh 
and the wrappings with which we 
meet the storms of this world. At the 
close of an earthly reception, under 
the brush and broom of the porter, the 
coat or hat may be handed to us bet- 
ter than when we resigned It, and the 
cloak of humanity will finally be re- 
turned to us Improved and brightened 
and purified and glorified. 

You and 1 do not want our bodies re- 
turned as they are now, We want to 
get rid of all their wéaknesscs and all 
their susceptibilities to fatigue and all 
their slowness of locomotion. We 
want them put through a chemistry of 
soll and beat and. cold and changing 
seasons, out of which Gcd will recon- 
struct them as much better than they 
are now as the body of the rosiest and 
healthiest child that bounds over the 
lawn in Central park is better than the 
sickest patient in Bellevue bospital. 
But as to our soul, we will cross right 
over, not waliting for obsequies, inde- 
pendent of obituary, into a state In ev- 
ery way better, with wider room and 
velocities beyond computation, tlie 
dullest of us Into companionship with 
the very best spirits in their very best 
mood, in the very parlor of the uni- 
verse, the four walls burnished and 
paneled and pictured and glorified with 
all the splendors that the infinite God 
in all the ages bas been able to invent. 
Victory! 

The Ura or the Tomb. 

This view, of course, makes it of but 
little Importance whether we are cre- 
mated or sepultured. If the latter is 
dust to dust, the former is ashes to 
ashes. If any prefer incineration, let 
them have it without cavil or protest. 
The world may become so crowded that 
cremation may be unlversally adopted 
by law as well us by genera! consent. 
Many of the mightiest and best spirits 
have gone through this process.

ger us it bas thus fur, there perhaps may 
be vo room for tbe large acreage eet 
apart for resting places, but there is 
plenty of room yet, und the race need 
not puss that bridge of fire until it 
comes to it. The most of us prefer the 
Md way. But whether out of natural 
Teen or cremation we shall get 
teat luminous, buoyant, gladsome, 
transcendent, maguitivent, Inexplicable 
structure culled the resurrection body. 
You will have it; I will bave It. 

| say to you today, as Paul sald to 
Agrippa. “Why should it be thought a 
thing incredible with you that God 
should rnise the dead?" That far up 
cloud, higher than the hawk files, highb- 
er than the eagle Ales, what is It made 
of? Drops of water from a river, other 
drops from a lake, still otber drops 
from a stagnant pool, but now embod- 
led in u cloud and kindled by the sun. 
if God can make such a lustrous cloud 
out of water drops, many of them soil- 
ed and linpure and fetched from miles 
away, can he not transport the frag- 
ments of a buman body from the earth 
und out of them build a radiant body? 
Cannot God, who owns all the material 
oft of which bones, muscle and desb are 
made, set them up aguin if they have 
fallen? If a manufacturer of telescopes 
drops a telescope on the foor end it 
breaka, can he vot mend it again so 
you cnu sev through it?

Aye, if the manu- 
facturer of the telescope, by the use ot

Qui of the mold and the 
earth Resurrected! Resurrected! The 
radinnt butterfly Where did it come 
from? Tne loathsome caterpillar. That 
albutross that amtes the tempest with 
its Wins where did it come from? A 
sepevlens Mlle. Near Bergerac, France, 
In a Celtie tomb under a block, were 
found flower seeds that had been bur- 
led 2,000 years, The explorer took the 
flower seed and planted R. and it came 
ep Tt bloomed In biuebell aud bello- 
trope. Two thousand years ago bur 
led, yet resurrected! A traveler says 
be foued In & muwmy pit in Egypt 
garden peas that had been buried there 
3,000 years ago. He brought thew out,

1 this silk come from— 
adorns your persons and 
your bomes? In the hollow of a staff 
of Greek missionary brought from Chi- 
na to Europe the progenitors of those 
worms that now supply the silk mar- 
kets of many nations. The pageantry 
of bannered host and the luxurious 
articles of commercial emporium blaz- 
ing out from the silkworms, And who 
shall be surprised if out of this Insig- 
nificant earthly body, this insignificant 
earthly life, our bodies unfold into 
something worthy of the coming eter- 
nities? Put silver Into diluted niter, 
and it dissolves, Ia the silyer gone 
forever? No. Put in some pieces of 
copper, and the silver reappears. If 
one force dissolves, another force or- 
ganizes. 2 

“Why should it be thought a thing 
incredible with you that God should 
raise the dead?” The Insects flew and 
the worms crawled last autumn fee- 
bler and feebler and then stopped, 
They bave taken no food. They want 
none, They lie dormant and Insenal- 
ble, but soon the south wind will blow 
the resurrection trumpet, and the air 
and the earth will be full of them. Do 
you not think that God can do as much 
for our bodies as he does for the wasps 
and the spiders and the snails? This 
morning at half past 4 o'clock there 
was a resurrection, Out of the night 
the day. Ina few weeks there will be 
à resurrection in all our gardens. Why 
not some day a resurrection amid the 
graves? 

Ever and anon there are instances of 
men and women entranced. A trance 
is death followed by resurrection after 
a few days; total suspension of mental 
power and voluntary action. Rev. Wil- 
liam Tennent, ù great evangelist of the 
last generation, of whom Dr. Archi- 
bald Alexander, a man far from being 
sentimental, wrote in most eulogistic 
terms—Rev. William Tennent seemed 
to die. His spirit apparently left the 
body. People came in day after day 
and sald, “He js dead, he Is dend.“ 
But the soul that fled returned, and 
Will Tennent lived to write what be 
had seen while his soul was gone. 

Excursions Into the Unknown. 

It may be fand some time that what 
is called suspeyded animation or coma- 
tose state is brief death, giving the soul 
an excursion into the next world, from 
which it comes back, a furlough of a 
few bours granted from the confilet of 
life to which li must return. Do not 
this waking up of men from trance and 
this waking up of Insects from winter 
lifelessness and this woking up of 
grains buried 3,000 years ago make It 
easier for you to believe that your body 
and mine after the vacation of the 
grave shall rouse and rally, though 
there be 3,000 yeurs between our last 
brenth and the sounding of the arch- 
angelic 'Yevellle? Physiologists tell us 
that while the most of our bodies are 
built with such wonderful economy 
that we cun spare nothing. and the loss 
of n Unger is a@hinderment, and the in- 
jury of n toe joint makes us lime, still 
that we have two or three useless phys- 
ical apparatuses, und no anatomist or 
physiologist has ever been nble to tell 
what they ure good for. They may be 
the foundation of the resurrection body, 
worth nothing to us in this state to be 
indispensubly valuable in the. next 
state. The Jewish rabbis and the scl- 
entista of our day bave found out that 
there are two or three superflulties of 
body that nre something Klorlously sug- 
gestive of another state. 

1 culled at m friend's house one 
summer dux. 1 found the yard all pil- 
ed up with the rubbish of carpenter's 
nand wason's work. The door was off. 
The plumbers bad torn up the floor. 
The roof wns being lifted in cupola. 
All the pletures were gone, and the 
paper bangers were doing their work. 
All the modern Improvements were be- 
ing Introduced into that dwelling. 
There was not a room in the bouse fit 
to live In at that time, although a 
month before when I visited that house 
everything was 80 beautiful I could 
not have xuggested an Improvement. 
My friend bad gone with bis family 
to the Holy Land, expecting to come 
back at the end of six months, When 
the buliding wag to be done. And, oh, 
what was his joy when at the end of 
six months be returned and found the 
old bouse und been enlarged and im- 
proved and glorified. That is your 
body. It looks well now—all the rooms 
Ulled with health, and we could hard- 
ly make a suggestion, But after awhile 
your soul will go to the Holy Land, 
and while you are gone the old house 
of your tabernacle will be entirely ro- 
constructed from cellar to attic, and 
every nerve, muscle and bone and tis 
sue and artery must be hauled over, 
and the old structure will be burnished 
and adorned and raised and cupolaed 
and enlarged, and all the improve- 
ments of heaven Introduced, and you 
will move Into it on resurrection day. 
“For we know that If our earthly house 
of this tabernacle were dissolved we 
bave a building of God, a bouse not 
made with bands, eternal in the beay- 
ens.” Ob, what a day when body and 
soul meet ngali! They are very fond 
of exch other. Did your body ever have 
a pain and your soul not pity It, or your 
body have a joy and your soul not re- 
echo It, or, changing the question, did 
your soul ever haye any trouble and 
your body not sympathize with it, 
growlug wan and weak under the de- 
pressing Influence? Or did your soul 
ever have a gladness but your body 
celebrated it with kindled eye and 
cheek and elastic step? Surely God 
never lutended two such good. friends 
to be very long separated. 

The Final Victory. 

And so when the world's last Baster 
morning shall come the soul will de- 
scend, crying, “Where Is my body? 
And the body will ascend, saying, 
“Where le my soul?’ And the Lord o 
the resurrection will bring them to 
gether, and it wiif be a perfect soul in 


a perfect body, introduced by a perfect 
Christ Into a perfect hen ven. Victory! 
Do you wonder that on Easter day we 
swathe our churches with garlands? 
Do you wonder we celebrate it with 
the most consecrated voice of song 
that we can Invite, with the deftest 
fingers on organ and cornet and with 
doxologies that beat these arches with 
the billows of sound as the sea smites 
the basalt at Giant's Causeway? Only 
the bad disapprove of the resurrec- 
tion, A cruel beathen warrior heard 
Mr. Moffatt, the missionary, preach 
about the resurrection, and he said to 
the missionary, “Will my father rise 
in the last day?’

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MARYLAND FOR GOOD ROADS. 


Wicomico Amor the Progressive 
Counties of the Siate, 


Better direction and more intelligent 
lu bor cn the public highways are sub 
jeots now cccupying publio consider. 
ation in every county of Maryland. 
With the passage of ths frost of the 
winter comes from every region of the 
State a loud complaint of the anfitness 
of the roada. This complaint;although 
repeated in Maryland for many springe, 
will not be repeated forever. The 
farmer and thevillagerare coming: very 
where to feel that something is lack- 
ing to the echeme which supplies them 
with ditch«s of mud or ridges ef sand 
to lighten their loads and lengthen their 
journeys. This feeling of lack must 
finally lead in every case to a rich 
search for its remedy. This search has 
begun in some cases already. Balti- 
more county has an enlightened road 
law and ite highways are under the 
care of one man who knows how they 
ought to be treated and is responsible 
for all mistakes he may make. He is 
making use of such aid as the Highway 
Division of the Maryland Geological 
Survey can give him Only a few 
wecks ago the best interests of Cecil 
county assembled in Elkton to talk 
about roads. They are now agitating 
for the best methods that the best ad- 
vice can suggest to them. They too 
have called on the Highway Division. 
The Commissioners of Howard county 
have had the cooperation of the Mary- 
land Geological Survey in two import- 
ant pieces of work. In Harford county 
the Woolsey road is coming to com- 
pletion under the Highway Division's 
specifications. Prince George’s new 
law puts the improvement of the roads 
leading from the District of Columbia, 
and to be maintained by the liquor li- 
cense fees, under the direction of the 
Survey. New road legislation has also 
been under consideration in Wicomico 
and elsewhere. 

Technical skill în road crafts, indi- 
vidual authority and responsibility, 
breadth of plan and thoroughness of 
purpose, are the chief lacks in the 
Maryland highway system, as it is seen 
by Mr. A. N. Johnson, the Highway 
engineer of the Maryland Geological 
Survey» Mr. Johnson ‘came to Mary- 
land from the Massachusetts Highway 
Commission. Massachusetts is noted 
forthe most perfect system of high- 
ways in the United States, and fur the 
most improved methods of maintaining 
her euperiority. The Maryland engi 
neer is familiar, therefore, with the 
traditions and practices of road ad nin- 
istration held and followed where roads 
are bist. His duties in connection 
with the State Geologieal Survey the 
past two years have sent him all over 
Maryland and before the commission- 
ers of nearly all its counties. 

Close study cf the roads and road 


methods in all the counties of t 


State,.“ says Mr. Johnson, has satis 
fied me that most of the road funds, as 
applied at present, are wasted. Bat it 
also convinoes me that there is a prac- 
tical remedy for the scant improvement 
in the roads of the State, for which 
more than a half million of dollars is 
paid annually. That the present sys 
tem prevailing in most of the counties 
does not improve the roads from year 
to year no one doubts. 

“The important point to establish is 
a remedy within the means of the 
county treasuries. After much study 
of all the conditions affecting both the 
administration and methods used under 
the present systems there no longer re- 
mains any doubt concerning the cause 
of the failure of these methods, It is 
the dissipation of funds each year over 
too much road, 

‘Such a method can never result in 
any improvement from year to year. 
It may be true that the road tax of a 
single county is not sufficient to im- 
prove in a substantial manner al? the 
county's rcade. Yet the tax in all the 
counties is enough to improve properly 
parts of all the roade. At present each 
of tke 100 or 300 supervisors in a county 
is allotted, say, $20 a mile. What does 
he do with it in most instances? Find 
the worst place in his piece of road and 
improve it in a thorough manner even 
if 100 yards consumes all his appropri 
ation? On the contrary he usually 
spreads his money over the whole ex- 
tent of that piece o“ road with the ob- 
ject of making as much of a thow as 
possible. All that is now accomplish- 
ed with half a million dollars each year 
is a little useless scratching of the road 
beds. If the supervisors will concen 
trate their efforts to improve only a 
small part of the road under their 
charge, so that next year will bear evi- 
dence to the work done this year, then 
we shall eee real improvement in tire 
ro mis, 

In order to reach the best resulte 
there must be a general system outiin- 
ed and intelligent direction can be se- 
cured only by the employment of a 
skilled road engineer, or road builder, 
for each county, or perhaps of one for 
two adjoining counties, who would 
have general charge of all the improve 
ments. In othér words, put the road 
expenditures on u business basis, How 
much would be acoomplished by a num- 
ber of workmen on a large building, 
each one left here or there according to 
his own ideas? Tho structure that 


would result would bes fitting moow- | CHAS. C. HAZELL, 


ment to the present road stem. 


“In addition to pointing out defects 


and giving general advice, usually ad 
mitted ‘all well enough,’ bat some- 
times termed ‘not practical’ the High- 
way Division of the Maryland Geologi- 
cal Survey is ready to give practical 
ald with practical suggestion which 
wil result in a real and substantial im- 
provement to the roads without addi- 
tional tax levies. The services of the 
Division are at the disposal of the coun- 
ty officials without charge. When nec- 
essary, surveys and plans are made 
and, if any considerable amount of 
work is to be done on a piece of road, a 
supervision of the constraction will be 
undertaken. The State offers to the 
counties skilled aid in the improvement 
of their roads and it only remains for 
the county officials to avail themselves 
of this opportunity that this advantage 
may be secured to the people, to whom 
it be olg.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Maryland, That Chap- 
ter 898 of the Acts uf the General Assembly of Maryland, session of 1894, entitled 
an Act to repeal and re-enact Sections 94 to 112, inclusive, of the Public Local 
Laws, title, “Wicomico County,” sub-title “Revenue and Taxes” and to re-enact 
the same with amendments, be and the same is hereby repealed and re-enacted 
with amendments 80 as to read as follows: 

Section 2. And be it enacted, That the Treasurer of Wicomico County, shall 
be the collector of all State taxes and of all County taxes for whatsoever purposes 
levied, or to be levied for or within said county during the term of his office, or 
that may be placed in his hands for collection, and he shall have full power and 
it shall be his duty to receive and collect all State and County taxes levied, as 
aforesaid, after this Act shall take effect and so putin bis hands for collection 
and all moneys which may be due said county with full power to enforce the pay- 
ments of the same by sale or otherwise, as hereinafter prescribed and to convey 
title to any real or personal estate sold by him for the payment of State or county 
taxes in the manner prescribed by the succeeding Sections and all taxes levied in 
said Wicomico County after the first day of January, nineteen hundred and two 
for State aud county purposes, shall be collected by the County Treasurer.

Without such legislation State taxes 
for these years cannot lawfully be 
levied and collected, for the plain rea 
son that there is now no statute at all 
providing for such State taxation. 

I have therefore issued an executive 
proclamation calling a SPECIAL Session 
to meet on Wednesday, April 16 inst- 
ant, at noon, for the passage of this 
indispensable legislation. 

No other subject need be considered, 
and I sincerely trust that no disposition, 
will be exhibited at this special session- 
called to meet an extraordinary emer- 
gency, to introduce any other measure 
whatsoever. 

Under the circumstances I feel I may 
properly declare my executive appro- 
val ought not to be expected to be 
given to any other bill.

The busiest place in the universe is 
nen ven. It is the center from which 
all geod Influences start; it is the goal 
ut which all good results arrive. The 
Bible represents it ns active with 
wheels und wings and orchestras and 
processions mounted or charioted. But 
my text describes a space when the 
wheels ceased to roll nnd the trumpets 
to sound and the voices to chant. The 
riders on the while borses reined in 
their charges. The doxologles were 
hushed and processions halted. The 
hand of arrest was upon all the splen- 
dors. “Stop, hen ven!“ cried an omnipo- 
tent voice, and it stopped. For thirty 
minutes everything celestial stood still. 
“There was silence In heaven about the 
space of half an hour.“ 

From all we can learn It Is the only 
time heaven ever stopped. It does not 
stop as other cities for the night, for 
there is no night there. It does not 
stop for a plague, for the inhabitant 
never says, “I am sick.” It does not 
stop for bankruptcies, for its Inhab 
itants never fail, It does not stop for 
impassable streets, for there are no 
fallen snows or sweeping freshets, 
What, then, stopped it for thirty min- 
utes? Grotius and Professor Stuart 
tbink it was at the time of the destruc- 
tion of Jerusulem. Mr Lord thinks it 
was in the year 311, between the close 
of the Diocletian persecution and the 
beginning of the wars by which Con 
stantine gnined the throne. But that 
was oll a guess, though a learned and 
brilliant guess. I do not know when it 
wus, and 1 do not cure when it was, 
but of the fact that such an tinterreg- 
num of sound took place | uw certain

God was the only beling, and 
us there was no one to speak to there 
was no utterance But that silence 
tus all been broken up into worlds 
and it has become n noisy universe 
Worlds lu upheaval, worlds In congela- 
tion. worlds In conflagration, worlds in 
revolution. 


The Power of Silence. 

if geologists are right -and i beleve 
they are—there has not been a moment 
of silence since this world began its 
travels, and the crashing und the split- 
ting and the uprour nnd the bubbub 
ure ever in progress. Rut when among 
the supernals a voice cried, “Eush!” 
nnd for half an hour heaven was still, 
silence was honored ‘The full power 
of silence many of us have yet to 
urn We are told that when Christ 
wos arraigned “he uuswered not a 
word.” That silence was louder than 
any thunder that ever shook the world. 
Oftentimes when we are nesailed and 
misrepresented the mightiest thing to 
say is to say notbing and the mightlest 
thing to do is to do nothing. Those 
people who are always rushing into 
print to get themselves set right ac- 
complish nothing but their own cha- 
wrin. Silence! Do right ond leave the 
results with God. Among the grand- 
nt lessons the world hax ever learned 
are the lessons of pullence taught by 
those who endured uncomplainingly 
personal or domestic or political injus- 
the. Stronger thao any bitter or sar- 
castic or reveugeful answer is the pa- 
tient silence. 

The famous Dr. Morrison of Chelsea 
achleved as much by his silent patience 
ns by bis pen and tongue. He bad asth- 
ma that for twenty five yeurs brought 
him out of bis couch nt 2 o'clock each 
morning. His four sons and daughters 
dead, the remaining child by sunstroke 
made insane, the afflicted man once 
sald, “At this moment there Is not an 
inch of my body that la not Oiled with 
agony.” Yet he was cheerful, trium- 
phant, silent. Those who were in his 
presence sald they frit ne thongh they 
were In the gates of hen ven. Ob, the 
power of patient silence: Aschylus, 
the Immortal poet, wis condemned to 
death for writing something that of- 
feuded the people. All the pleas in bis 
behalt were of no avall until his broth» 
er uncovered the arw of the prisoner 
and showed that ble hand had been 
shot of at Salamis. Thit silent plea 
liberated tim. The loudest thing on 
enrtb is silence if it be of the right 
kind and at the right tlhe There was 
a quaint old hymn speed in the old 
style and once sung in the churches: 

The race ls not forever got 
By him who fastest rune 

Nor the Battel by those peopell 
That shoot with the longest guns, 

My friends, the tossing sea of Galilee 
seemed most to ofend Christ by the 
amount of noise it jonde, for he sald 
to it, “Be still!’ Heaven bas been 
crowning kings and queens unto God 
for many centuries, yet heaven never 
stopped a moment for any such occur 
rence, but it stopped thirty minutes 
for the coronation of silence. “There

was silence in heaven about the space 
of half an hour.” 
Heaven an Eventful Place, 

Learn also from my text that heaven 
must be an eventful and active place 
from the fact that It could afford only 
thirty iuutes of rece There have 
been events on earth dein heaven 
that seemed to demand a Whole day or 
whole week or whole year for celestial 
consideration. If Grotius was right 
nud this silence occurred at the time 
of the destruction of Jerusniem, that 
scene was so awful and so prolonged 
that the inbabitants of heaven could 
not have done justice to it lu many 
weeks. After fearful besiegement of 
the two fortresses of Jerusalem, Anto- 
nia and Hippicus, had been going on for 
a long while, a Roman soldier, mounted 
on the shoulder of another soldier, 
hurled into the window of the temple 
a firebrand, and the temple was all 
aflame, aud after covering many sacri- 
fices to the holiness of God the build- 
Ing Itself became a sacrifice to the 
rage of man, The hunger of the peo- 
ple in taat city during the besiege- 
ment was so grent that os some out- 
laws were passing a doorway and in- 
haled the odors of food they burst 
open the door, threatening the mother 
of the household with death unless 
she gave them some food. and she took 
them aside and showed them that it 
was her own child she was cooking for 
the ghastly repast. Six hundred priests 
were destroyed on Mount Ziou because, 
the temple being gone, there was noth- 
ing for them to do. Six thousand peo- 
plé iu one cloister were consumed. 
There were 1,100,000 dend according 
to Josephus. Grotius thinks that this 
was the cause of silence in heaven for 
half an hour. If Mr. Lord was right, 
and this silence was during the Diocle- 
tian persecutions. by which 844,000 
Christians suffered death from sword 
and fire and banishment and exposure, 
why did not heaven sten throughout 
at least one of those uwful yeurs? No! 
Thirty minutes! The fnet is that the 
celestial programme ts so crowded 
with spectacle that t can afford only 
one recess in all eternity. und that for 
a short space. While there are great 
cboruses in which all heaven can join, 
each soul there has a story of divine 
mercy peculiar to itself. nnd It must 
be n sola How can heaven get 
through witb all its recitatives, with 
all its eantatas, with all its grand 
marches, witb all its victories? Bter- 
nity is too short to utter all the praise, 

In wy text heaven spared thirty min- 
utes, but it will never nguin spare one 
minute. In worship in earthly church- 
es where there are many to take part 
we have to counsel brevity, but bow 
will heaven get on rupidly enough to 
let one bundred and forty-four thou- 
sand get through each with bis own 
story and then one hundred and forty- 
four million and then one hundred and 
forty-four billion and then one hundred 
and forty-four trilllon? Not only are 
all the triumphs of the pust to be com- 
memorated, but all the triumphs to 
come. Not only what we now know of 
God, but what we will know of him 
after everlasting study of the deifle. If 
my text had said there was silence in 
heaven for thirty days. | would not 
have been startied at the announce- 
ment, but it Indicates thirty minutes, 
Why, there will be so many friends to 
hunt up, so many of the greatly good 
and useful that we will want to see, 80 
many of the Inscrutable things of earth 
we will need explained, so many excit- 
ing earthly experiences we will want 
to talk over, and all the other spirits 
and all the ages will want the same, 
that there will be no more opportunity 
for cessation. How busy we will be 
kept In having pointed out to us the 
heroes and beroipes that the world 
never fully apprecinted—the yellow 
fever and cholera doctors who died, not 
fiying from their posts: the female 
nurses who faced pestilence in the laza- 
rettos; the raflroad engineers who stay- 
ed at thelr places in order to save the 
train, though they themselves perished. 
Hubert Goffin, the master miner, who, 
landing from the bucket ut the bottom 
of the mine just as be heard the waters 
rush In and when one jerk of the rope 
would have lifted him into safety, put 
in the bucket a blind miner who want- 
ed to go to bis sick child and jerked 
the rope for him to be pulled up, cry- 
ing, “Tell them the water bns burst in 
and we are probably lost, but we will 
geek refuge at the other end of the 
right gallery,” and then giving the com- 
mand to the other miners till they dig- 
ged themselves so nenr out that the 
people from the outside could come to 
their rescue. The multitudes of men 
end women who got no crown on earth 
we will want to see when they get their 
crown In heaven. I tell you nen ven will 
have no more half hours to spare. 

Resides that, heaven is full of chil- 
dren. They are In the vast majority. 
No child on earth who amounts to any- 
thing can be kept quiet half an hour, 
and how are you golng to keep five hun- 
dred million of them quict half an bour? 
You know heaven is much more of a 
place than it was when that recess of 
thirty minutes occurred. Its popula- 
tion bas quadrupled, sextupled, cen 
tapled, Hearen has more on band, 
more of rapture, more of knowledge, 
more of lutercommuntentlon, more of 
worship, The most thrilling place we 
un ve ever been in is stupid compared 
with that, and, If we now bave no time 
to spare, we will then have no eternity 
to spare. Silence lu beaveo only halt 
an hour! 


“Forever and Ever.” 

Again, my text suggests u way of 
studying heaven so that we can better 
understand it. The word “eternity” 
that we can handle so much is an im- 
measurable world. Knowing that we 
could not understand that word, the 
Bible used it only once. We say “for 
ever and ever.”

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PEACH POINTS. 


By R. Morrill, the Famous Grower, 
What a Peach Man Mast Know, 
Following is only a small part of 

some terse talk on peach culture given 

by R. Morrill, the famous fruit grow- 
er. before the Illinois society: 

The man who can make success of 
peach growing must love the business, 
He must understand a few essentials 
in selecting a location; he must know 
that elevation means everything to a 
peach orchard under trying conditions; 
he must understand the effect of tem- 
peratures on plant life and on peach 
buds particularly; he must know that 
cold air runs down hill as readily as 
water; be must know that the buds 
of the peach do not die as quickly iu 
moving air as they do in still air, as, 
for instance, they may not kill on the 
top of a plateau and on the side of a 
hill, but kill at the lower level; he 
must know that there must be a prop 
er balance maintained between root 
and top in the care of his trees. 

I spoke about the proper balance be 
tween root and top. The balance must 
be preserved by a careful culture of 
the soil, without mutilation of the 
root, at the proper time, The proper 
time is when growth commences. Be- 
gin your culture and hurry it forward, 
and keep at it. Then cease at a time 
which you must determine from your 
own conditions. On my soil, which is 
not nitrogenous soil, if a tree is bear- 
ing a heavy load, I will carry on that 
cultivation as long as I can get around 
that tree, until the branches begin to 
hang down. If it were a highly ni- 
trogenous soil, I would stop a bit ear- 
lier, but stopping anywhere in the mid- 
dle of summer would be to put a check 
on the tree, 

I would trim seyérely any peach 
trec; I would trim it for symmetry and 
to throw the balance of power with 
the root; I would trim it because I get 
better fruit; I would trim it because it 
is a method of thinning the peaches; I 
would thin the fruit of a good crop be- 
cause the formation of seed is a draft 
on the tree and devitallzes it. It can- 
not mature a large crop of pits, but it 
can mature a large crop of peaches. 
If it is compelled to mature a large 
crop of pits, it is in a state of semi- 
exhaustion, and next year perhaps you 
will bear of the Junt drop. A tree 
carefully cultivated, fertilized, thinned 
and trimmed never suffers from June 
drop, and it will add from five to elght 
degrees to the ability of the tree to 
stund cold weather, and that frequent- 
ly makes the difference between an 
immense profit, after a hard, trying 
wiuter, and nothing.

The one shown, known as “fugen,” is 
very extensively planted. It has dou- 
ble flowers of n bright red color. 

Top Working Apples. 

Twenty years ago | tad about fifty 
Hons trees on their own roots begin- 
ning to bear, and I also bad five trees 
of Hans top worked that began to bear 
about the same time. In 1806 every 
single one of those Hans trees on its 
own roots was dead and gone, but the 
top worked trees nre still there and 
bearing fruit. A Fameuse tree that 
was given me fifteen years ago is still 
bearing, It was top worked. There 
is ubundant evidence to show that we 
can incrense the life of trees by top 
working.

The Coming Congresssional Nominations 
is the First District a Subject of 
„Mach laterest. 


The Baltimore American, in ita last 
Sunday edition, ina political article 
upon the possibilities in the different 
Congressional districts of this State, 
had the following on the Firat district: 

“The Democratic woods, and especial 
ly those on the Eastern Shore, are not 
as full of congressional candidates as in 
years gone by. This is in strange con- 
trast with the former abundance of as- 
pirants. Across the Bay each county 
generally had a candidate anda nom- 
inating convention was generally dead- 
locked fortwo or three days. The nom- 
ination is now chasing the man instead 
of the men chasing the nomination. 
The race is still on, the quest being con 
fined largely to a man who can stand 
the drain on his purse which an Eastern 
Shore congressional campain means, 
and especially when Mr. W. H. Jack 
son is the Republican candidate. He 
can stand the expense und does not 
hesitate to spend the cash. Itis be 
cause of the great expense involved 
that Eastern Shoremen hesitate to enter 
the fray. The best equipped man finan- 
cially to un lertake the Democratic job 
of defeating Mr. W. H., Jackson is his 
brother former Governdr E. E. Jackson. 
He was willing to cross purses with him 
two years ngo, but the nomination went 
to Senator Jobn P. Moore, of Worcester. 
Perhaps His Excellency will be willing 
again this year, Senator Applegrath, 
of Dorchester, was also a candidate (wo 
years ago, but Lie termin the Senate 
bad just expired. Since then he has 
been re el: cted for a term of four 5 ears 
and he may wish to serve the two years 
remaining. Mr. Joshua W. Miles, of 
Somerset, has stated repeatedly that} he 
has no congressional aspirations. Tal 
bot, Caroline and Kent united at the 
judicial convention at Denton last fall 
in promising to support Mr. P. B. 
Hopper for Congress after he had been 
defeated for the judicial nomination. 
Those promises have, however, been 
scattered to the four winds of heaven 
and have probably e:caped from the 
memory of the men who to freely made 
them. Cecil county has been added to 
the district since the last election, but 
that county does not promise to furnish 
any congressional material. The two 
leading Democra’s of the county, 
Messrs. Wirt and Crothcrr, aie at odds,

THE SHORTEST SESSION. 


Marylaad Legislature Met; Passed Tax 
Bill and Adjourned. 

The general Assembly of Maryland 
met in extraordinary session at noon 
Wednesday, performed the work for 
which it was called together and ad 
journed sine die at 80 minutes after 
2 o'clock in the afternoon. This is cer- 
tainly the shortest session of the Mary- 
land Legislature of which anyone now 
living has any recollection, Two bills 
only were enacted. These are the bill 
levying the State tax at 17 cents on the 
$100 for 1902 and 1908, anda bill ap- 
propriating $10,000, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, to pay the ex- 
penses of the extra session. Both bills 
were subsequently approved by the 
Governor and are now laws. 

The bill levying the state tax has the 
following items.

When the Senate met no changes 
were madein the officers and clerks. 
Not so in the House, 

No fort was made to change the 
Speaker or the chief clerk, Dr. Benja- 
min L. Smith; Journal Clerk Frederic 
Sasscer or Reading Clerk Walter R. 
Townsend, 

Delegate Isaac Lobe Straus, of Balti- 
more city, offered an order retaining 
the old officers, but substituting Eben 
Watts for sergeant-at arms in place of 
I. T. Jas. Brown; William Hamilton 
and Harry Hamill for doorkeepers and 
James Lusby for keeper of the cloak 
room. The dropping of Mr. Brown as 
sergeant-atarms raised a protest from 
the Democrats, 

Mr. Giles, of Somerset, said Mr. 
Brown had served the House faithful- 
ly and he should be retained. He add- 
ed: “I do not see why Sergeant-at Arms 
Brown should have been singled out 
from all the rest of the officers.” 

Mr. Campbell, of Baltimore city, 
sald: “I can answer that question. 
They bave singled him out because he 
refused to break down the door of the 
Democratic caucus.” [Applause by the 
Democrats. } 

The vote resulted in passing the 
order making Eben Watts, of Anne 
Arundel, the sergeant-at arms. 

Mr. Painter, of Baltimore county, 
offered a substitute to strike out the 
name of Joseph H. Gale as chief en- 
grossing clerk and insert the name of 
C. U. Lannan. This caused another 
flutter, but Mr. Painter insisted that 
the change should be made. The sub- 
stitution of Mr. Lannan’s name for 
thatof Mr. Gale was carried.

A MURDER MYSTERY. 


The Brutal Killlog of Mrs. Collins of 
Sussex Couaty, Last Saturday. 


SCENE VISITED BY THE ADVERTI- 
SER’S CORRESPONDENT. 


On Saturday morning last Mrs. Alda 
Collins, wife of Eimer Collins was 
murdered in a most horrible manner at 
her homs, near Portsville, Sussex 
County, Delaware. The residence is on 
the north side of the public road lead- 
ing from Jacob Collins’ saw mill to 
Port-eville and Bethel and about five 
miles from Laurel. The murder was a 
most brutal one and made doubly so by 
her condition. The ciroumstances as 
told by the husband are as follows: 

“At or about 7 o'clock on Saturday 
morning, April 12th, Mr. Co'lins says 
that he took his two yirle, Hazel and 
Catharine, aged two and four respect 
ively, last birth days, and went about 
one half mile from his house across a 
branch toward Laurel toa farm he had 
recently bought, to sow tomato seed 
He saya his wife told him she would be 
out to assist him as coon as she attend- 
ed to her chickens, as she was accustom 
ed to do out door work on the farm and 
assis ed him whenever she could. As 
he left the house he called to her and 
told her to bring the money, as they had 
about $30 in the house. He says that 
as she did not follow him he returned 
to the house to look for herand after 
calling and searching he finally dis 
covered her lying in the horse stable, 
feet out, in a pool of blood, and after 
he had endeavored to kiss her back to 
life, left her and ran with his ‘two 
children to the nearest house, that of 
Geo. Henry, across the road a few 
hundred yards away, and told Mr. 
Henry some one had murdered Alda, 
(his wife). Mr. Henry, and other near 
by neighbors were soon at Mr. Collins’ 
home and saw the sad scene. It was 
soon discovered that Mrs. Collins hrd 
received several blows on the head and 
her throat was cut, the windpipe sever- 
ed. A rod of iron about an inch in di- 
ameter and about two feet long was 
found near her dead body, having b!ood 
and hair on it. This was in the car 
riage house and in the door of the atable 
which let into the carriage house lay 
the dead woman's feet, her body inside 
the stable, 

In a few hours the whole com- 
munity was aroused and a search 
instituted for the perpetrator, and 
while a fresh track was perceptible in 
the field and which was followed to the 
woods was soon lost sight of and there 
being no suspicions every body consider- 
ed it a great mystery. 

News soon reached Laurel of the aw 
ful crime, and State Detective Francis 
was telegraphed for and at ten o'clock 
Saturday night he and the coroser ar- 
rived on the scene. On Sunday a 
thorough examination of Collins, his 
oldest girl and the neighbors who first 
saw the dead body was made and a 
jury was empannelled who rendered 
the following verdict: Mrs. Alda D, 
Collins came to her death from injuries 
inflicted at the hands of an unknown 
person.” 

During Sunday it was estimated that 
two thousand people yisited the place, 
Every place on the premises was close- 
ly sorutunised by the curious and 
many took souvenirs from the fences, 
stables and elsewhere, The remains 
were viewed by all who wished and 
there were only a few moments during 
the day, but what some one was taking 
a look at the murdered women. The 
two children were not to be seen b 
visitors, whose privileges were limited 
only to one room, that in which the 
remains lay in state. 

On Monday afternoon the funeral 
services were held at Mt. Pleasant M. 
E. Church, about two miles from the 
homestead. The services were conduct: 
ed by Rev. T. J. Cochran, the pastor of 
the church assisted by Revs. H. C. 
Turner of Laurel and D. H. Mills of 
Bethel, It was the largest and saddest 
funeral ever held in that community. 
The number of people present was var 
fously estimated from 1500 to 8000. 
The curious, the interested, the sym 
pathetic and bereaved were there, but 
all were moved to tears. After the 
funeral the remains were interred in 
the churchyard. 

The meagre «evidence that appeared 
at first seemed to vanish and official 
action then turned toward the hus 
band, and after the burial he was ar- 
rsted on suspicion, but the absence of 
motive and the broken linke of small 
evidences make this suspicion, it seems, 
hardly worthy of consideration and 
his attorney expects to get him releas- 
ed under babeas corpus, When Coll- 
ins left the house on Saturday morn- 
ing with his two children for the field, 
he called to his wife and told her to 
bring the money with her which was 
about $80. This was not found either

is shrouded in mysteries and is likely 
to remain 20. 

Elmer Collins is the son of Jacob 
Collins, and the murdered woman the 
daughter of James Collins, both resid 
ents of Sussex county and stand high 
in the community, Mr. and Mrs Coll- 
ins have lived happily together eo far 
as known. They had the confidence 
and respect of the whole community. 
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CAROLINE IN THE ROAD MOVEMENT. 


Wicomice Might Work Down Similar 
Lines to Advantage. 


The Caroline Grand Jury has made a 
recommendation for the construction 
north and south through the county of 
an improved public highway, to begin 
at Marydel, and run by way of Hender- 
son, Goldsboro, Greensboro, Denton 
and other towns to Preston, by what- 
ever route the County Commissioners 
deem most practicable, and that it be 
made “selid by the use of such mater- 
ial as, in the judgment of the County 
Commissioners, may be most economi- 
cal and best for such a road, ahd that 
the especial attention of the Commis- 
sioners be given said public highway.” 

This project, if carried into execu 
tion, would mark the beginning cf a 
practical system of good roads for Car- 
oline county. Lateral roads, from one 
to eight miles in length, would connect 
the entire county in every section with 
the central highway, and che effect of 
such an object lesson as an improved 
central highway would be to speedily 
make all roads leading to it like mod- 
els of construction and repair. The 
good · roads sentiment in the county is 
very strong, as has been shown by the 
abandonment of the supervisor system 
for road work by the Commissioners 
and the substitution in its place of the 
contract system. It is said that the 
plan of the proposed highway would 
be referred to the highways division of 
the State Geological Survey, and the 
echeme is in line with the idea insisted 
upon by the division, that it is better 
to make one mile of good road than to 
waste money in ‘“‘repairing'’ several 
miles.

EUROPE’S HIGHWAYS 


PERFECT SYSTEM BY WHICH THEY 
ARE BUILT AND MAINTAINED, 


Bome of the Splendid Roads In 
France, Belgiam and italy — $10,- 
000,000 Spent by Latter Country on 
Her Highways In Five Years, 


It will interest you to know about the 
roads of France. In that country there 
is no such diversity between the mate- 
rial progress of the farmer and that of 
the merchant, between the country and 
the town, as is found In this country, 
says Isaac B. Potter in The Gospel of 
Good Roads. The farmers prosper and 
have always prospered. Every dollar 
spent by the French government to 
bring itself more closely in touch with 
its rural population has been well in- 
vested, 

Of course these roads of France are 
not bulit by farmers who “work out” 
their highway taxes after the manner 
followed in this country, nor are they 
repalred by the use of plows, hoes or 
acrapers, like those which are brought 
into use at the annual farmers’ picnic 
which takes place when you go out to 
“work the road” in your township. On 
the contrary, they are built and kept 
up under a system which is perhaps 
the most perfect in the world. There 
is an official in chlef who takes charge 
of all the main roads of the republic 
and requires from his subordinates 
complete reports at frequent Intervals. 
In this manner information is always 
nt hand showing the condition of the 
ronds in all parts of the country. Of 
course the work Is divided Into differ- 
ent sections, which In turn are in 
charge of subordinate engineers or su-

ing after the constant repair of the 
highways. 

In Baden the main roads are under 
the supervision of the state authort- 
ties and are cared for with a studious 
regard for the requirements of the 
farmer and Inland travel, Under the 
law relating to roads in Baden the 
duty of maintaining the road falls as 
follows: One-quarter each upon the 
town and county in which the road is 
situated, the remaining one-balf upon 
the state treasury. 

In Italy the minister of public works 
is at the head of the department of 
public works. The construction of 
these roads is In most cases under- 
taken by contracts, the work being 
carried on under direction of govern- 
ment engineers. The government road 
laborers are called “cantonnlers” and 
are selected with grent care, special 
reference being had to character and 
honesty. They must be of robust con- 
stitution and must be able to read and 
write. Each one of these contonnlers 
is provided with a full set of tools and 
implements specified by law. His bours 
of work are from sunrise to sunset, 
and each day he is obliged to go over 
the entire track of road placed in bis 
charge. He must be constantly upon 
the line of his work in all kinds of 
weather and in case of necessity is 
bound to work on public holidays, His 
chief duties are the leveling and repair 
of the highways. the removal of snow, 
mud, dust, etc. He must assist travel- 
era in distress and vehleles disabled by 
accident or by wenther, and for any 
neglect of duty be may be fined, sus- 
pended or dismissed, according to the 
degree of the offense. 

The fines accumulated during the 
year are divided among the deserving 
contonniers or given to one of the mu- 
tual benefit association of which they 
are members. Cantonnlers who serve 
with credit and distipction for three or 
more years are promoted ond given an 
increase of monthly wages. lirthe tive 
years from 1873 to 1878 Italy spent 
about $16,000,000 ov her roads, al 
though before that appropriation was 
made many excellent highways existed 
in all parts of the kingdom. in 1881 
Italy constructed about 120 miles of 
new road and had then about 11,040 
miles In course of construction.

IN A ROSE GARDEN. 


How to Make and Piast a Fine Rese 
Bed—Advice For the Amateur, 


To make a good rose bed the soil 
should be trenched at least twenty- 
four to thirty inches deep, The best 
method for doing this is to remove the 
top soll to the depth of Gfteen or six- 
teen Inches, then break up the subsoil 
fifteen inches deeper, thoroughly in- 
corporating at least one-third as much 


| good strong manure as soll through the 


whole. When this is done, return the 
top soll, adding one-fourth as much 
manure as soll, thoroughly mixing it 
in the operation. When complete, this 
will teave the bed six or eight inches 
higher than it originally was, but in 
the course of a few weeks, if done in 
the very early spring, or in the fall 
preferably, it will bave settled down 
very considerably by the time the 
bushes are ready to plant. 

When practicable, it is much better 
to prepare a bed as above during the 
fal! and allow it to lie all winter. This 
settics it down quite solid by spring. 
Then all that will be necessary will be 
to stir the surface over to make it fine 
enough to cover the roots well at plant- 
ing time. Another advantage gained 
by preparing the bed in the fall is that 
the winter rains and thawing snow will 
have largely decomposed the manure 
and impregnated the ammonia from it 
all through the soil, leaving it in the 
best possible condition for the roots to 
commence feeding on it as soon as 
planted. Thus we have got the prep- 
aration all in shape. 

The next thing to consider is the class 
of roses to plant. If extra large, band- 
rome roses are the desideratum, the 
hybrid remontant class la the best. Of 
these the most desirable for the ama- 
teur are Paul Neyron, bright rose; Gen- 
eral Jucqueminot, deep crimson; Anna 
de Diesbach, bright rose pink; Clio, 
blush; Mrs. John Laing, clear pink; 
Mme. Gabriel Lulzet, silvery pink; Al- 
fred Colomb, bright clear red; Mar- 
chioness of Londonderry, white; Mrs. 
Sherman Crawford, flesh pink; Baron 
Bonstetten, deep maroon; Margaret 
Dickson, white, flesh center; Victor 
Verdier, deep cerise, These twelve are 
all--extra good varieties. Several of 
them will also bloom in the fall as well 
as lu June.—J,. M. May Before New Jer- 
sey Horticultural Society, 


Black Knot of Plem and Cherry. 

The treatment generally recommend 
ed is to cut off the knots and burn 
them, which is a good thing to do it it 


is done before the winter spores have 


been distributed. If not, then some 
additional treatment will be necessary, 
It is recommended, therefore, that all 


knots be cut off and burned, and, in ad- 
dition to this, spray the trees with a 
strong solution of bordeaux mixture 
during the first warm days of spring. 
About the time that buds start spray 
again with the ordinary strength bor- 
deaux mixture. This ought to destroy 
all of the winter spores. Then, in 
case the branches may bave been al- 
ready Infected the previous year, they 
should be sprayed again during the 
latter part of May and the Ist of June. 
The young knots may be destroyed by 
painting them with chloronaphtholeum 
or with pure kerosene oll,—J. Troop,

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Road Law for Wicomico’ County, 
Passed at January Session, 1902. 


AN ACT to repeal Sections 118 to 120 inolusive of Article 28 of the Code of 
Public Local Laws of Maryland, title “Wicomico County“ sub-title “Roads;” 
Also to repeal Chapter 276 of the Acts of 1892, repealing and re-enacting Section 
1240f Article 28 of the Code of Public Local Laws, title ‘‘Wicomico County,“ 
sub title, Roads“ as to width of roads; also Chapter 181 of the Acts of 1898, 
providing for adding an additional Section to the Code o! Public Local Laws, 
title “Wicomico County” sub title ‘‘Roads’’ and designated as Seotion 127 A,” 
providing for condemnation for roads; aleo Chapter 72 of the Acts of 1900, 
repealing Section 91 of Article 25 of the Public General Laws, 80 far as the 


same related to Wicomico County, and to re enact the same with amendments, 


Section 1. And be it enacted by the General Assembly of Maryland, 
That Sections 118 to 129 inclusive of Article 28. of the Code of Public Local 
Laws of Maryland, title, “Wicomico County, sub-title Roads; Also Chapter 
276 of the Acts of 1892, repealing and re-enacting Section 124 of Article 28 of 
the Code of Public Local Laws, title ‘‘Wicomico County,” sub title Roads, 
as to width of roads; Also, Chapter 181 of the Acts of 1898, providing for 
adding an additional Section to the Code of Public Local Laws, title, ‘“Wicom- 
ico County; sub title Roads“ and designated as Section ‘127 A,“ providing 
for condemnation for Roads; And also Chapter 72 of the Acts of 1900, repealing 
Section 91 of Article 25 of the Code of Public General Lawes, so far as the same 


related to Wicomico County, be and the same are hereby rapealed and re enacted 
so as to read as follows in lieu thereof: 


Section 118, The County Commissioners of Wicomico County shall have 
control over and regulate the public roads and bridges in Wicomico County, 

Section 114. The County Commissioners of Wicomico County, on the 
sccond Tuesday in the year nineteen hundred and three, and at the same date 
in every year thereafter, shall appoint one Road Supervisor in each Election 


District, to act as such for one year from the time of bis appointment or until 
his successor shall qualify. 


Each of said Supervisors thall give bond to the State of Maryland, with 
goo] and sufficient surety, to be approved in such as the Commissioners

| may deem proper, conditioned for the faithful and diligent performance by the 


said Supervisors, of all the duties required of them as su 
bonds may be put in suit for the use and benefit of an 
of the neglect of the said Supervisors in keeping the Public Roads eir dis 
tricts in proper and safe condition. And each supervisor in addition to the 
above bond shall give bond with approved surety to the County Commission- 
ers in such eum as the County Commissioners may fix, conditioned for the true 
and faithful performance of his duties in the expenditure and use of such 
money as may come in his bands in 0 way for ute on the roa ds or bridges of 
his district, and faithfully accaunt with the County Commissioners as here in 
after provided, and for any such failure to account such Supervisor's bond shall 
be liable by suit in the name of the Commissioners; and at the time of the ap- 
pointment of such Supervisors the County Commissioners may contract with 
the Superviaors to pay such salaries ora per diem amount as may be deemed 
just and reasonable. and such contract shall be ia writing, and signed by the 
Supervisor and the President of the Board of County Commiasioners, and wit- 
nessed by the Clerk of said Board. 


The giving of the said bonds shall not be a bar to presen ment and trial 
of any Supervisor for malfeasance in office. 


The County Commissioners shall have power to fill any vacancy for the 
unexpired term, or at any time to remoye from office any Road Supervisor for 
what they may deem a neglect of duty or malfeasance in office, and appoint 
a successor to fill the vacancy for the residue of the term. j 


But before any such Supervisor shall be removed, the County Commis- 
sioners must give five days notice, at least, in writing to the Supervisor, statin 
the cause of complaint and the day to appear, and show cause why he shoul 
not be removed. If such Supervisor fails to appear or show no good for not 
appearing, the County Commissioners may act on the question of removal in 
his absence, and should the Supervisor attend on the day appointed, and the 
County Commissioners remove such Supervisor summoned to attend as before 
directed, the Supervisor shall have a right to appeal within ten days to the 
Circuit Court for Wicomico County, and if the Court shall believesuch removal 
was unjust and without sufficient cause, the Court may award such Supervisor 
damages to be paid by the County Commissioners out of the road fund of the 
county, with the costs, and the action of the Circuit Court shall be final. 


Section 115. It shall be the duty of said Road Supervisors to superintend the 
construction and repair of all roads, bridges and culverts in their respective con 
districts, including all work done or given out under contract; but no Super- 
visor shall have any pecuniary interest in any contract, and shall furnish no 
teams for any work (unless previously authorized in writing by the County 
Com missioners), and when the construction and repair of roads shall not in any 
district or sub district be given out under any contract, the Supervisors shall 
employ the necessary labor and teams to do the work required, and sball dispose 
of the same in such manneras will be most convenient and best for the public 
benefit; and all bills for contracts, and for labor and material supplied in the 


roads, shall be sworn to and approved by the Supervisor before payment by the 
County Commissioners. 


Section 116. Each Road 888 shall divide the roads of his district 
into convenient sections and number them, and if desirable, make sub divisions 
of bis district; and he shall keep an account of all work and other transactions 
pertaining to the roads in his district, showing the kind and quality of the work 
done on each section of read, by whom the work was done, and the cost of the 
same, which shall be returned monthly to the County Commissionere, whosball 
keep a record of the same, to be at all times open for public inspection. 


Section 117. The County Commissioners shall keep a record book for each 
district, ın which shall be recorded all the roads and bridges of the district, and 
all surveys and other proceedings which may be had in reference to any road or 
bridge in that district, the coat of procuring such books to be paid for out of 
the general road fund. 

Section 118. The Road Supervisors herei: provided for shall take charge 
of all the roads and bridges in their respective districts, and shall see that no 
obstructions, hindrance or injury is permitted upon any road or bridge under 
their supervision; and when any road or bridge shall form the boundary be 
tween districts, the County Commissioners shall assign to each district its por- 
tion cf eaid road or bridge; any person placing obstruction of any kind nt et 
noe ver on the public roads or in eny side ditches thereof, shall be liable to a fine 
of five dollars and cost foreach and every such offense, which shull be imposed 
by any justice of the peace of tbe district within which said offense shall be 
committed, upon the complaint of the Road Supervisor haying charge of said 
roud; provided, said person having been notified to remove said obstruction by 
the Road Supervisor shall fail todo ro within two days after notification; and 
provided further, that the person so placing said obstruction on the public 
roads. or in the side ditches, shall be liable to a fine of five collara for each day 
that he permits said obstruction to remain, the said fine to be in addition to the 
original fine of five dollarr, after the expiration of eaid two days, to be imposed 
by said justice in like manner as said original fine, said fine to be paid by the 
justice to the County Commissioners of Wicomico County, and placed by them 
to the credit of the district in which it has been imposed, said fine to be enforce 
able as other fines imposed by justices of the peace in enges of mitdemeanors 

Section 119. The County Commissicners shall. annually levy upon the 
assessable property of Wicomico County, at the time of making of the County 
levy, not lees than fiftern cents nor more than twenty five cents on the one 
hundred dollars for the use of the county roads and bridges, which shall |e col 
lected as other I taxes are collected, of which five cents shall be set apart 
as a general road, br dge and ferry fund, and be applied to the general use and 
benetit of the roads, bridges and ferries in Wicomico County, and to no other 
purpose; and the remainder of the tax sọ levied and collected for roads, ferri-s 
and bridges shali be set apart as a special road and bridge fund, which shall be 
for the use and benefit of that district from which it has been collected, and for 
no other purpose; but the cost of all ferrier, and when the building of new or 
the repair of old bridges shall amount to, or is over one hundred dollars in any 
ome year, shall be paid out ef the general road fund, 


Section 120. When there are incorporated towns or municipal corpora- 
tions included in part or in whole in any road or election district,and such pasted 
or municipal corporation bears the expense of its streets and highways in the 
care and attention of same, then one-half of the money collected for the special 


road tax within the limitsof incorporation of euch town or municipal corpora 
tion in any such district, shall be paid by the County Com missionrrs to Puah 
town or municipal corporation as above provided. 

Section 121. Whenever sny pertson or persons shall desire to improve an 
road to an extent beyond that contemplated by the County Sens and

Section 124. Public roads may be opered through, widened or straight. 
en d through any building, orchard, garden or yard, but not through any burial 
ground or cemetery, without the permission and consent of the owners thereof 
in writing. 


The Supervisors of roads shall be under the control of the 
County Commissioners, and the County Commissioners may pass such rules 
and regulations as they may deem proper in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act as to the repair, care and attention to the roads, and the manner and

ty or public road on eech end of such dam; and if the owner or ownrrs thereof 
shali neglect {cr the apace of thirty da) s to repair or keep in order said dam and 
bridges, the County Commissioners shall make such repairs, and the cost of the 
same thall be a first lien against said mill property, and may be collected as 
taxes may bə collected, unless within the thirty days the owner of such mill 
property thall give notice in writing to \he County Commissioners, that the mill 
or mills are abandoned with its privileges, in euch case the mill dam and bridges 
shall be kept in order and repaired by the County Commissioners in the same 
manner as County or Public Reade and bridges are repaired and kept in order. 


Section 128. The County Commitsioncre thall caure each male citizen of 
Wicomico County, over twenty one years of age, who does not pay taxes and 
who does not reside in any incorporated city or .town in raid county to be en 
rolled and to work on the county and public roads of Wicomico C unty in the 
roid or election district he resides in, under the supervision of the road ruper- 
visor of said district, at least one and pot more than two days in cach year, or 
furnish a substitute; and if any person, us aforesaid, after having been eum 
moned in writing two days previous to the day appointed by the road supervisor 
of said district, shall fail to appear or provide some one in his stad, or pay the 
sum of one dollar fur each day he may be summoned, on er tefore the day of 
his appearance, unless for good caure excused N the road supervisor, or after 
appearance shall refuse to work unless excused by the road supervisor for good 
cause, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and u»on conviction thereof before an 
Justice of the Peace of Wicomico County shall be fined net iges ihan two do 
lars, and on failure to pay fine and costs, shall be committed to the county jail 
for not less than two days or until fine and costs are paid. 


Section 129. The County Commises'oners may have placed on euch yub- 
lic roads of the county as they may select, mile poste; and at the forke of public 
roads, where they think advisable, finger boards or signs showing the prominent 
places to which said roads lead and the distances to such places; and any person 
tearing down or defacing any such mile posts, finger boarde or signe shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction before a Justice of the Piace, shall 

fined not less than five nor more than ten dollars and shall be committed to 


the county jail until such fine and cos's are paid or be diecharged by due process 
of law. 


Section 2. And be it enacted. That the road supervisors now appointed 
shall serve until the appointment and qualificat'on ef their successors as pro- 
vided for in this act or shall resign or be remoyed for cause, and the com- 
missioners may fill all vacancies. 


Section 8. And b+ it enacted That the passage of thia act shall not 
affect or impair any rights, vested or acquired and existing at the time of its 
passage, nor shall it impair, discharge or release any existing contract, obliga- 
tion, duty or liability of any kind whatsoever, 


Section 4. And be it enacted. That this Act shall take effect from the 
date of ite parsage.

there is much that is highly commend 

able and the results achieved by them 
are very gratifying not only to parents 
whose children are being educated at 
this educational center of the county, 
but to friends of public iustraction 
throughout the town and surrounding 
county, The enrollment, which is 
about seven hundred, exceeds that of 
any previous year, being an increase of 
fiftv, This large number of pupils is 
hundled by thirteen teachers, who are 
doing work in thirteen separate and 
distinct departments. 

In the four highest grades the depart- 
ment system prevails with good effect 
and is managed by Prin. Holloway as 
instructor in Science, History and Lit- 
erature, Vice Prin, White instructor in 
Mathematics, with Asst. Huffington in- 
structor in German, Latin and Civics. 
The schools have been properly graded 
which is now a necessity for the pro- 
gress of school work. The work by the 
teachers has been done ina thorough 
and conscientious manner, in accord- 
ance with the course of study outlined 
by Prof. M. Bates Stephens, Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction of Mary- 
land, thus making the studies taught 
similar to those in corresponding grades 
throughout the State. On account of 
this course of study, which demands 
that ton grades instead of nine be com- 
pleted by High Schools, the would be 
graduating class was much demoraliz- 
ed at the beginning of the year at the 
thought of failure to graduate this 
spring but it gradually overed the ef- 
fect of this disappointment and has 
been doing as a, whole good work. There 
is no doubt of the wisdom of ten instead 
of nine grades and this class at gradua 
tion in 1908 will be better able to cope 
with graduates of other High Schools 
for having pursued, what probably 
seemed to it a year of useless study. 

The spirit of indpstry and energy 
seems to have characterized the pupils 
en masse during the year as the major- 
ity have worked with a zeal that was 
pleasing to note and the result of the 
close application to their studies will 
doubtless be revealed on next week 
when they take their final examina- 
tions, preparatory to advancement to 
another grade. The spirit of inter- 
dependence, teacher upon pupil, and 
pupil upon teacher that should be in 
ever school has been manifest ina very 
marked degree throughout the year, 
and the kindliest feeling and best emo- 
tions one for another seemed to flow 
from student to instructor, which bred 
good conduct and had in it the germs 
of perfect diecipline. The McKinley 
Memorial Fund raised during the year 
under the direction of Principal Hollo- 
way, since by his teaching in history 
he successfully aroused the patriotism 
and enthusiasm of his classes, was 
entirely voluntary and proved to be the 
largest fund collected for that purpose 
by any high school in the State. The 
faculty meetings which were hitherto 
not frequent among the teachers of the 
school were inaugurated as a necessity 
and have been held regularly every 
two weeks throughout the year, their 
good results have been shown in the 
feeling of unity that exists between the 
thirteen teachers one for another, and 
the bond of sympathy that was thus 
made in the meetings served as an en- 
courager and strengthener in the 
teacher's work. 

The department of Manual Training 
which was a new departure in Salis- 
bury from the regular line of school 
duties although not a new one in the 
State was instituted as a part of our 
publio instruction this year for the first 
time and has fulfilled the most sangu 
ine expectation of its advocates and ex- 
ponenta. On sccount ot the strictly 
pedagogical principles upon which the 
principal of that department, Prof. 
Seipp, has conducted his work and the 
interesting and fascinating manner in 
which he guided and instructed his 
classes Manual Training bas been a suc" 
vets since the first week of school.

$5,0C0,000, chartered under the laws of 
Delaware, was organized in Wilming- 
ten Friday, at a meeting held at the 
Clayton House, and the following 
officers were elected: President, W. P. 
Huston of Philadelphia; Vice—Pres., 
W. L. Stevens, of Cedarville, N. J.; 
Treasurer, R. K, Neff of Philadelphia; 
Secretary, C. M. Dashiell of Princess 
Anne, Md.; board of dircctors, the 
above officers and Alfred Bilderback 
of Salem, N. J., T. L. Day of Ridgely, 
Md, James Wallace of Cambridge, Md., 
and H. C. Cannon of Bridgeville. 

The company has taken over about 
all of the fruitand vegetable packing 
establishm-nts in Delaware, Maryiand 
and New Jersey, 190 in all, the aggre- 
gate value of which is $500,000. There 
may be two or three plants not yet in 
the company." The concerns were oper- 
ated independently heretofore, but 
hereafter they are to te under the 
control and general ma- agement of the 
American Co., which will, as a result 
of this transaction, have a monopoly of 
the canning and packing of fruits and 
vegetables in the East. One of the 
members cf the corporation said this 
morning that every concern of the kind 
in the three States, so far he as can learn, 
has been absorb d by the company,and 
as Delaware, Maryland and New Jersey 
comprise the fruit and vegetables can- 
ning and packing centre of the East, 
the company is in control of the situa- 
tion. For that matter, it will virtually 
control the entire market of the coun- 
try and proposes to branch out for for- 
eign business. Its object is, of course, 
to curtail expenses and control the 
supply and pricee. It will also be in a 
better position to control the fruit and 
vegetable market, as in the past the 
farmers have made different arrange- 
ments with different concerns. 

While the charter places the capital 
stock at $250,000, permission to increase 
to the $5,000,000 point. At the present 
the company intends to engage only 
in the manufacture and sale of fruits 
and vegetables, but its charter gives it 
the right to handle meat, poultry and, 
in fact, anything that can be canned 
and it might branch out in that direc- 
tion later. 

The main office will be in Philadel- 
phia and the selling agents there will 
be Comly & Flanigan of No 18 Dela- 
ware avenue, It will be represented in 
Wilmington by its attorney, Herbert 
H. Ward. 

The company having organized and 
got down’ to a working basis, it is in a 
position to make plans for the coming 
season, 80 far as planscan be made at 
this time.

Indian Exposition, now being held at 
Charlestcn 8 C. and if we are to be- 
lieve the reports that come from that 
beautiful city it was one of the f reat- 
est celebrations of the Expo ition. A 
large delegation of Marylanders was 
on hand todo honor to ths occasion, 
one party headed by Govenor Smith 
and his staff and a delegation of bank 
er and business men of Baltimoro City 
captained by President Lawrence B. 
Kemp of the Maryland Bankers associ- 
ation. The Charlestonians seemed 
e*pecially pleased with the visit of the 
distinguished Marylanders and every 
thing possible was done to make their 
stay thoroughly enjoyable, The keys 
of the city were turned over and the 
man with the Maryland badge had 
access everywhere. 

During the ceremonies in the Audi- 
torium at the fair grounds Governor 
Smith delivered the speech of the day 
and was freequently applauded by the 
large audience present. Among other 
things the Governor said; 

“We must treat Cuba with fairness 
and justice. Whether the rapacity 
and greed that seek to deprive her of 
the natural advantages her situation, 
both political and territerial, should 
give her, shall have their way, or 
whether, on the other hand, justice 
shall be done not only to her, but to 
our on people, must be left to the 
patriotism and honesty of Congress. 

The difficulty about the Isthmian 
canal enterprise seems to ba with Con- 
gresa. The trouble seems to be in 
getting the great trans continental 
railroad companies to give their con- 
sent that the canal shall be built at 
all, They have been playing Nicaragua 
against Panama, and Panama against 
Nicaragua, until the people are be- 
coming very tired and disgusted with 
their selfish epposition. 

“The Centennial Exposition com- 
memorated the birth of American 
freedom. The Columbian Exposition 
commemorated the discovery of our 
country and was a remarkable exhibi- 
tion of the genius and enterprise of the 
American people, especialy of the 
great West This Exposition, I be. 
lieve, will godown in history no less 
renowned asthe distinguishing event 
which commemorates the birth of a 
new commercial and industrial era for 
the South.” 

The Charleston Post in speaking of 
the celebration and Maryland Day has 
this to say: 

"Mayland has sent a fine delegation 
to Charleston to celebrate the State's 
day at the Exposition. Governor 
Smith, the head of the visiting party, 
is a gentleman of distinction aside 
from the high office he now holds, 
which would make him welcome at 
any time to any community and es- 
pecially to a Southern city, and as 
Governer of the State of Maryland he 
finds all doors and all hearts open to 
him. And the delegation accompany- 
ing the Governor is composed of the 
best of Maryland's sturdy citizenry as 
he is representative of her highest 
traditions. They are all, too, ineluding 
pre-eminently Governor Smith, prac- 
tical and successful business men, ap 
preciative of energy and prompt to 
applaud worthy commercial accem- 
Plishment. They must, necessarily, 
therefore, take partieular delight in 
the great Exposition Charleston has 
produced and be attracted toa com 
munity whichcan accomplish such an 
undertaking. There has been a close 
connection between the business men 
of Charleston and thote of Mary land's 
metropolis fər the past few years, 
something of the kind which prevailed 
& gtneration or more ago, and there is 
very reason why this should be made 
even closer and more binding. That 
the visit of the Marylanders to the 
Exposition will result in making it so 
is to be expected quite as surely as it is

OUR NATIVE PLUMS, 


Becoming More Popular Every Year. 
Growing and Marketing. 

Native plums are looking up, In the 
estimation of the horticulturists. Com- 
mending them in Rural New Yorker, 
F, Cranefleld of Wisconsin tells bow 
an Iowa man, who has produced many 
of the best varieties of native plums 
pow on the market, grows them: 

As the scedling plum trees are plant- 
ed six feet apart each way for econo- 
my of space and after the second year 
cultivation is impracticable, the or- 
chards have been heavily mulched. So 
far this has proved highly satisfactory 
In all respects. Marsh hay bas been 
largely used for mulching as well as oth- 
er coarse material free from weed seed, 
This method has also been employed 
in the older orchards, It is necessary 
to renew the mulch once a year in or- 
der to keep down weeds and grass,

this respect is healthful for human 
lungs will sult the plants, But do not 
forget that the plants cannot take a 
walk on a pleasant day; bence fresb alr 
should frequently be admitted to them 
from the window. In nature all trees 
and plants have their seasons of growth 
and of rest, a principle that must be 
observed in house plant culture. When 
therefore any plant, after a period of 
growth and bloom, shows signs of less- 
ening growth, water also should be 
somewhat withheld. In a state of rest 
from growth most kinds can get along 
with lessened light also, and this we 
may take advantage of by putting such 
kinds as fuchslas, oleanders, bydran- 
geas and scarlet geraniums fo a light 
cellar while growth Is suspended. Al- 
most without exception it is best as 
the end of the resting season ap- 
proaches, say lu late winter, to shake 
the old soll from the roots and repot 
the planis in fresh earth. 


The Umbrella Plant. 

As a window plant for amateurs the 
umbrella plant, Cyperus alternifollus, 
offers several advantages, It is nearly 
as ornamental as a palm, though of 
much more simple culture and rapid 
growth Iti» comparatively free from 
insects and will thrive in a sunless 
window. An abundance of root mols- 
ture and the foliage kept free from 
Gust are the prime requisites. The 
roots should never be allowed to be- 
come dry. A very satisfactory method 
of growing is to pot in rich, alluvial 
soll and inclose the porous clay pot 
în a jardiniere of water. Thus the 
necessary moisture is always at hand, 
gays a correspondent of Mechan’s 
Monthly.

Gravel Reads. 

Probably Ray township, in Macomb 
county, Mich., has the best gravel 
roads of any township in that state, 
says H. S. Earle lu Good Roads Maga- 
zine. This is the result of the efforts 
of Gil R. Lovejoy, who is such a strong 
advocate of good roads that he wouldn't 
be contented until the highways were 
what they should be. 

Mr. Lovejoy prevailed upon the board 
to buy a gravel pit; then he urged ev- 
ery farmer to haul a load of gravel 
home every time he passed the pit and 
put it on the road in front of his own 
farm. 

Once begun, the farmers saw what 
an improvement gravel is over the an- 
nual scraped back, wornout earth. The 
board then purchased two more pits in 
different parts of the township and, at 
the suggestion of Mr. Lovejoy, offered 
$1 a day to farmers with teams to haul 
gravel in the winter and place it on 
one side of the road one winter and on 
the other aide the next. 

The first winter the farmers turned 
out strong, and the town had to pay 
for 2,700 days’ work, which was a big 
starter. 


| 
Each year for severul years the town- 


ship has made an appropriation of from 
$1,000 to $1,800, and today practically 
all of the roads of the township are 
graveled. 

This is a cheap but a sure way to get 
better highways, not, of course, equal 
to those scientifically built by the use 
of road machines, but a big improve- 
ment over scraping the dust and mud 
from the ditches into the roadway ev- 
ery year. 


BITUMINOUS MACADAM. 


It Promises to Make the Beat Bave- | 


ment Ever Invented, 

During the past year a new kind of 
road improvement has been inaugurat- 
ed which promises to turn out the best 
and cheapest permanent roadway el- 
ther for highway or payement for cities 
ever, yet invented. It has been used In 
Canada for several years, and with 
large success at Hamilton, where it is 
known as “tar macadam.” Here it is 
called “bituminous macadam” and has 
been improved and given a very dura- 
ble form. 

During the past season well on to 
100,000 square yards bave been lald in 
different New England cities and in 
some cities of the middle states and 
middle west. Just recently a contract 
was awarded an Ohio pavement com- 
pany for laying three miles of this 
bituminous pavement on the state road 
in Cuyahoga county, leading out of 
Cleveland, at an expense of $060,000. 

Wherever it has been laid, either in 
this country or in Oanada, it is sald to 
have given unvarying satisfaction. The 
manner in which it bas been laid in the 
New England cities bas given it a per- 
manent form which is Ifkely to make it

promises to be more durable and more 
easily kept in repair, although costing 
about half the price per cubic yard of 
sheet asphalt. In New Bedford, Low- 
ell, Somerville, Cambridge, Holyoke 
and other places where it has been laid 
it has given the utmost satisfaction. 


State Commissioner Needed. 

What is needed by our people in the 
matter of public roads are education 
and agitation, with a view to securing 
the appointment by the next legislature 
of a commissioner of public roads, says 
the Goldsboro (N. C.) Argus. Such a 
man must be a competent man. He 
must not only know a good road when 
he sees it, but he must be able to build 
a good road. He must also be a man 
who can talk to the people, who can 
tell county commissioners how to place 
bonds—an educator, in fact. He must 
visit every county in the state at least 
twice a year. In order to secure a 
competent man he must be palid a liv- 
ing salary—say $2,500 a year, or about 
$28 a county. And such a man will be 
well worth to any county many times 
that sum each and every year,
